MEMORANDUM FOR: Deputy Director of Administration

SUBJECT : Agency Movie Film Footage

SUMMARY: Media requests for still photographs of the Headquarters
building are regularly honored by the Assistant to the Director. However,
requests for permission to shoot motion pictures of the building have been
refused, primarily on security grounds (license plates, covert employees,
visitors, etc). :

Resources are available within the Agency to produce its own file
footage and copies can be made available, at cost, to future requestors.

BACKGROUND: In the past several months, two formal requests have been
received by the Assistant to the Director for permission to allow major film
organizations into the Headquarters compound to shoot stock footage of the
entrance to the building.

The requests were coord1nated with the Office of Secur1ty and were both
denied.

In the first instance, Paramount Pictures was shooting a television
series, "Washington," based on the John Ehrlichman book. The company wanted
to photograph actor C1iff Robertson (portraying a DCI) exiting a Timousine
in front of the building and entering the lobby. This would have necessitated
a crew of 25 .to 30 persons, six to eight vehicles, and "about two hours.”

The second request came from MGM. They requested stills of a CIA
executive's office so they could duplicate it on a movie set. They also
asked for stock footage of the front of the building to be used as an
"establishing shot." This is about 50 feet of film, usually running about
15 to 20 seconds, over which the letters CIA are printed, and establishes
the locale of the next scene.

MGM"was advised that commercial television crews had been allowed into
the compound for background stock footage last year. They said they would
check out the availability of that film before formalizing their own request.

An Agency photographer took stills of the “executive offices" (Room

1-F-04) and these were sent to MCM. The television footage was examined
by MGM, but was considered unsuitable due to film size.
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They chen asked for permission to have a film crew of two men to
photogroi. the CIA building entrance in 35mm color film. They were
willing t¢ *» it on a weekend and also have the Agency check the footage
before its release.

Because of the precadent established with Paramount, the request was
turned down.

A counter proposal was then suggesica by John Horton, the MGM
representative: he would make the 35mm camera equipment and film available
to the Agency if we would shoot the footage. In return, he would be
provided a print of the footage. CIA would, of course, keep the master
for duplicate prints for any subsequent requests. :

DISC.3SION: There are obvious advantages to: own1ng the master copy
of stock tuotage of the building. Similar requests will continue to come
in from erganizations requesting permission to photograph what is, in
essence, a public building.

We supply stills; why not film? By having stock fdotage available
to requestors, either free or at cost, we can justify refusal to permit
crews into the compound. _

.On a take-it-or-leave-it basis, most organ12at10ns will take the
footage we supply. In the Tong run, it would be 1ess expensive than if
they shot it themselves.

RECOMMENDATION: Have Agency photographic crews shoot appropriate file
footage, in 3b5mm color, and make duplicate prints available to requestors.
